: VISIT 10 LEYLAND'S MOTOR WORKS.

Eaties Geauwe: on his return 
to Britain after having seen the 
large number of Leyland vehieoes 
operating in South America, ex- 
pressed 2 wish to visit the. main 
works of Leyland Motors, Limit- 

ed, the old-established firm of 
commercial vehicle. manufac- 
turers. In order that he might 
hetter study the conditions un- 
dey which these well-known vehi- 
cles are built. his visit-was in- 
formal. 

It was not possible for His 
Royal Highness to see the whole 
of the Company’s huge works— 
in addition to its ‘branch works, 
its’ Lan¢ashire ‘properties alone 
extend to over 160 acres — 50 
that (a earefully urranged pro- 
eramme had to be mapped out to 
enable him to see as much as 
: possible of the Company's acti- 
’ vities in the brief time .at his 
disposal. 

Arriving at the machine shops 
which have recently been erect- 
ed close to the Company's steel 
foundry, Prince Géorge was met 
by the Directors. Almost his 
first action ‘was to enquire the 
destination of three large pack- 
ing eases which stood on a lorry 
nenrby, These, it was explain-, 
ed, were chassis packed ready for 
shipment to one of the numer- 
vus Leyland depots abroad. 

Entering the machine shops, 

* the Prince passed down two long 
bays deVoted to the machining 
of aluminium parts, arm in other 
bays saw the whole process of 
machining cylinders, and the pro- 
cess through which crankshafts 
have to pass from the rough 
forging to the finally finished and 
balanced urticle. It was only a 
glimpse at these shops, but the 
Prince was able to form some 
idea of the modern lay-outs and 
plant utilised at Leyland.

-ed-at least once a week, for on 


their accuracy depends to: a 
great extent’ the precision with 
which work is carried out 
throughout the whole factory. 
Here the Prince himself operat- 
ed a machine capable of mrasur- 
ing to 100,000th part of one inch, 
and checked on a dial the expan- 
sion caused by holding his band 
on four-ineh piece of metal. 

Before leaving -the chassis 
works, Prince Gtorge spent some 
time inspecting the erection. of 
engines, arid watching a row of 
some of the vartous types on the 
electrical test benches. . He was 
surprised to-hear of the rigorous 
testing - which ench engine must 
receive before: passing into the 
hands of the user, but appreciat- 
ed the necessity for this, . 

A representative rangeof Ley- 
land vehicles had been drawn up 
for his inspection outside the 
North Works. This range in- 
cluded one of the latest types of 
400-700 gallon fire engines, on 
which was mounted a turn-table 
escape, for time would not per- 
mit.

BRITISH DRIVING TESTS. 


Britain is struggling with a new 
driving Jaw, among the provisions 
of which is a standard teat that must 
be passed by new drivers appiying 
sor a first licence. This driving 
teat ecems fair and with the grow- 
ing motor traffic on Britaish. high- 
ways is probably necessary. The 
provisions of the test are as fol- 
lows: : 
1. Start the vehicle from ‘rest,
